General Manager Davies — Provided the details of the consideration of a Future Skate Park.
Discovery Bay Community Foundation Jim Mattison — Provided a background regarding a Future Skate Park
related to a location within one of our Parks and the need for a Skate Park; also residents were in
attendance supporting the Skate Park. There was discussion regarding possible locations for a Skate Park,
establish a non-profit, site plans, a survey for the project, and donations.
